Here  valuable 
advice  is  given  to  mothers  on  feeding  problems  and  the  general 
care  of  babies  and  young  children. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is 

carried  out  and  protection  against  who:ping  cough  is  also 
offered  at  the  Clinic.  Very  few  cases  of  diphtheria  are 
notified  these  days  and  this  is  due  to  immunisation.  It  is 
therefore  important  that  a high  rate  of  immunisation  should  be 
maintained .
